' free world, says Mr. Churchill, ig not 
the obvious risk of widening war in Asia, 
but whether there is to be a fatal rift 


between Britain and the United States. ' 


“That,” he adds, “is the point that haunts 
me and dwells with me.” It should haunt 
and. dwell with every thinking person. 

Powerful forces are at work to 
destroy the friendship- of the English- 
speaking peoples, on which the hope of 
the free world mainly rests. The Ameri- 
can wave of feeling against Britain, 
loosed by the irresponsible sections of 
the Republican Party; the vacillation of 
@ British Government, which lacks the 
power to govern; the lunatic fringe of 
British politics, led by men like Mr. 
Bevan, which almost seems to hate the 
United States more.than it loves peace; 
even our pitiful C.C.F. in British Colum- 
bia, which proposes a kind of neutrality 
between the United States and Russia 
all these elements of distruit and disin 
tegration are now fully at work, giving 
aid and comfort, however unconsciously, 
‘to the Politburo. 

Two. main points of friction have 
-brought the present grave divisions be 
tween Britain and the United States 
They are, first, the struggle in Asia, 
. where, the United-States-has taken -the 
initiative “and largély borne the burden 
and where Britain has vainly sought an 
accommodation with the Chinese Com- 
munists, Second, the Middle East, where 
the situation is reversed, Britain being 
forced to take the initiative in trying to 
save the oil of Iran and the United 
States so far having given its ally 
inadequate support. 

In Asia it is clear that last winter's 
gap between London and Washington 
has* greatly narrowed, thanks to the 
moderation of the United States Govern- 
ment and the growing realism of British 
policy. Nevertheless, since the supreme 
objective of statesmanship on both sides 
must be to Close the breach altogether, 
it is time, as The London Economist 
observes, for the British Government to 
re-define its position so clearly that there 
can be no mistake about it In the United 
States. 


Britain, rather belatedly, has at- 
tempted to stop the export of all strategic 
materials from its Asiatic possession to 
China. If it would now publicly repu- 
diate any thought of returning Formosa 
to China while China remains an aggres- 
sor, and of seating it in the United 
Nations, the air would be greatly cleared. 
“The great danger,” as Mr. Churchill 
says, “is in pursuing a policy of girding 
at the United States and giving them 
the impression that they are left to do ail 
the work while we pull at their coattails 
and read them moral lessons in state- 
craft and the love we ought to have for 
Chima. 1 plead for a sense of proportion 
on the grounds of natfonal safety and 
even survival.” 

Much more is involved, Mr, Churchill 
remarks, than the situation in Asia. The 
safety of Europe and hence of the whole 
free world depends absolutely on the 
fullest support ef the United States, 
whose Government's efforts to support 
Europe are continually undermined 
the widespread American feeling that 
Britain and the Europeans are not 
reliable allies. However unjust this 
may be, it exists and has been fanned 
into new flame by. the MacArthur in- 
cident on one side and by the uncertain- 
ties of the British Goverment onthe 
other 

The same over-riding need of unity 
applies to the Middle East, a point at 
least as-important strategically as China. 
The United States Government, says The 
Economist, does not yet realize how 
much mischief its policy has done in that 
area, “never willing to take responsibility 
itself, but equally unready to give any 
help to those who do bear the responsi- 
bilities of the western world . . . There 
is fully as much need for a re-examina- 
tion of American Middle Eastern policy 
as there is of British Far Eastern policy.” 

The bridge between the British and 
American. peoples; which survived ean 
explosion last winter, on the issue of 
Geclaring China an aggressor, is in des- 
perate need of repair. Russia's main 
hope today is that the English-speaking 
peoples will prove too stupid or too 
dilatory to repair it, 


Beyond Our Means 


EPRESENTATIVES OF THE BRIT- 

ish Columbia Government who went 
to Ottawa last week to discuss with the 
Federal Government the future of old 
age pensions, took with them a very 
specia] case. It arises mainly out ofthe 
attractive climate ef British Columbia, 
which draws to the mild coastal area 
thousands of aged and infirm people 
from all over Canada, 


The right of these people to come 
here and live on their old age pensions 
is undeniable. This would cease to be a 
nation if any Canadian were prevented 
from moving about it as he chose. Since 
thig coast is the best place in Canada 
for aged and sick people te live we may 
expect large numbers of them here. 
Once the old age pension becomes univer- 
sal at the age of 70 next January many 
aged residents of the prairies and the 
east, assured of a small income, will 
certainly decide to spend it during their 
last years in the vicinity of Vancouver 
and Victoria, 

The Provineial Government will not 
pay any part of the cost of the universal 
pension. In that respect its expenses 
will not be increased by a new influx of 
pensioners. But in other respects its 
expenses are boynd to increase. 

In the first place, the Government at 
present provides medica) treatment for 
all pensioners and when everyone is 
given a pension at the age of 70 the 
cost of these services would be greatly 
expanded, 

Secondly, the province is bound under 
the.nev arrangement, if it is accepted, 
to provide half the cost of means-test 


_ bear. 


pensions-——but not necessarily to provide 
medical treatment—-for those between the 
ages of 65 and 70. It is to be expected 
that many Canadians from other prov- 
inces will come here to enjoy the means- 
test pension and there may be enough 
of them to raise the Government's costs 
to an impossible figure, 

British Columbia, in short, may be 
loaded down with far more than its share 
of Canada’s social services. Either the 
Federal Government will have to make 
some new arrangement te cover the 
peculiar British Columbia situation or 
the Provincial Government will be com- 
pelled to refuse pensions to the people 
between 65 and 70 until they have lived 
here for some years 

It will be unfortunate if such a resi- 
dential limitation has to be imposed but 
the Government may have no option if 
it is threatened by costs which it cannot 
The Government should remem- 
ber, however, that among the other gov- 
ernments it has been the leader in 
demanding huge increases in social 
services and it should have foreseen what 
they would involve 

As in many other of its excellent but 
expensive policies the Government finds 
that the bill must be paid sometime, 
After a lush and easy period, it is now 
hard pressed financially, with @ little 
economy a few years ago the Govern- 
ment could have avoided its present 
dilemma, against which it was repeatedly 
warned, Having refused all warnings 
and apparently supposed that there was 
ne end to its revenues and the taxpayer's 
patience, the Government is now reaping 
the results of its extravagance. 


~Give Us The Facts™ 


JE. PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT 
i evidently intends to.dam Buttle Lake 
in Strathcona Park to develop power for 
Vancouver Island’s expanding industry. 
True, the water, controller .must.hold.a. 
public hearing before the Power Com- 
mission can proceed with this project 
but, as Mr. Roderick L. Haig-Brown, the 
distinguished Island author and conserva- 
tionist writes to the Vancouver press, 
this heating may _he. “merely. tadious 
formality, a sop to public opinion, but I 
don't. know.a. reason in. the world why 
it should be.” 

Mr, Haig-Brown believes that suffi- 
cient power can be developed without 
ralsing Buttle Lake so high that Strath- 
cona Park will be ruined, He thinks that 
the whole job could be done on Upper 
Campbell Lake without~invading the 
park. Whether he is right or wrong, 
it is the business of the water controller 
to get all the facets and to get them 
publicly when his official hearing begins. 

Vancouver Island is rightly concerned 


about the future of its great park with 
its. immense- potential value not-only_as 
a tourist attraction but as a resort for 
Island pedple. The Government insists 


. that.it will.not.destrey the park by rais- 


ing the lake. If this is so, the Govern- 
ment and the Power Commission should 
be able to prove it at the public hearing. 

The public wil} insist on receiving not 
some general assurance but the detailed 


explanation .of- the -power..acheme,~ tte 


effect upon the lake level, on the few 
available beaches, on the local timber. 

It is for the Government and Power 
Commission to demonstrate also that 
Upper Campbell Lake cannot supply the 
needed power, a point still far from clear. 

The water controller’s hearing should 
not be a “tedious formality” but a pains- 
taking assessment of the rival claims of 
power and park preservation. If Buttie 
Lake is to be dammed the Government's 
objective should be to dam it with the 
least possible injury to one of the 
Island's largest assets.

But these and other factors aside, 
Canadians should be concerned by the 
growing discrepancy between the mili- 
tary manpower of this country and that 
already allocated by the United Kingdom 
and the United States and by -the still 
greater targets which fave >een sct in 
the U.S. and U.K. than Canada.

Climax Nears 
In Tranian Oil 


By JOSEPH ALSOP, from London 


DESPERATE crisis in the Middle 
East has entered a new stage im the 
last days. For the timé Being at least, 
the scheme of an airborne landing In 
Southern Persia, to force serious nedgo- 
tiation of the Iranian oll dispute, has 
been abandqned. The

father like the situa- 
tion that would be 
produced if.a surgeon 
put aside all Weas of 
amputation as a treat- 
ment for gangrene. 

This curious devel- 
opment occurs at the 
very moment when the 
British government 
has ordered its only Soseph 
parachute brigade to the Middle East. 
Later on perhaps, if events do not fore 
Stall the decision, the idea of sending 
troops to Persia may be revived. 

Hope of avoiding a disastrous out 
come now rests on the attempt which 
is being made in Teheran, to bring in a- 
new Persian government. An impression 
has been made by the fact that the pres- 
ent Prime Minister, the national front 
leader, Dr. Mohammed Moussadegh, is 
quite plainly irrational. After many 
weeks of talking about “negotiation” 
when negotiation was only too obviously 
fruitless, the need for a serious and 
authoritative government to negotiate 
has also been recognized in London and 
Washington. 

Hence the British representatives in 
Teheran have been using all their remain- 
ing influence with the Shah and other 
moderate Persians in order to get a new 
government; and the Americans have 
been rather limply supporting them. At 
the moment, a slightly frantic optimism 
reigns in London about the prospects of 
this effort; But here- again, a shocking 
priceis bound-to be--paid-for-the long: 
preceding delay. 

The uselessness of negotiation with 
the existing administration,.the need. ior 
somebody serious to negotiate with, were 
just as apparent facts in Teheran eight 
weeks ago as they are today. At that 
time, & combined application of Anglio- 
American influence could have brought 
in @ new government with a minimum 
of risk and commotion. 

SITUATION WORSE 

Now, hewever, the situation has 
worsened appallingly. Judging from 
here, a firm suppression of the Persian 
Parliament, ruthless martial law, and a 
dictatorial rule by decree constitute the 
minimum price of any new government 
which is to enjoy real control in Iran. 

It is only too probable, moreover, that 
the most determined attempt to install a 
more rationa| and serious administration 
at Teheran will touch off a rising by the 
Communist Tudeh party, the only hard 
organization in Persia. It is also quite 
possible that the intervening deteriora- 
tion of the Persian army will permit such 
a rising to succeed. 

An even stronger invitation to Tudeh 
success is the expedient now being con- 
sidered for use if Dr. Moussadegh man- 
ages to-cling to office, and proceeds with 
his plan of oil expropriation. In these 
circumstances, since a landing is now 
ruled out and the British cannot really 
submit to the Moussadegh program, eco- 
nomic sanctions are contemplated, 

Specifically, it is planned that the 
British will assert that the oil is still 
legally theirs, and will intercept any 
tankers leaving Iran. 

This will, of course, cut off the oil 
revenues on which the Persian govern. 
ment depends. But the Iranian army 
wil} then be the first sufferer. And if 
the only anti-Communist force in the 
country is thus cut off the payroll, the 
Tudeh are far more likely to benefit 
than anyone else. In short it is hard to 
imagine how this crisis could have been 
handled to give the Tudeh a better 
chance. We may get by, but if we do it

In fairness to the Post Office 
it should be stated that thie post 
age of 8 cents on the Nanaimo 
letter was inadequate by 2 cents 
but even this can hardly explain 
the extent of the delay 

The slow and irregular deliv 
ery of mail between Victoria and 
Up-Island points was not so long 
ago the subject of severe criti 
cism by members of the Victoria 
Chambér of Commerce and the 
Associated Vancouver Island 
Chambers, 

_ Complaints and representations 
lor. a.better. more..modern. serv 
ice brought a reply last March 


from W:. KB. Mcbean, district post} 


office inspector at Vancouver, 

He said, “A comprehensive sur- 
vey is currently under way in re 
gard to the (Island's) main ar 
terial services, and it is possible 
considerable improvement éan be 
effected. Such a change would 
not be possible in the immediate 
future, however, since a. large 
volume of relative data must be 
collected and forwarded to the 
department for examination.” 

Meanwhile the Island contin 
ues to suffer industrially and 
commercially from a postal ser 
vice which is officially admitted 
as being capable of improve- 
ment. It may be that one of the 
problems may be brought toa 
climax if the Canadian Pacific 
Railway decides to close its E, & 
N. branch to passenge rservice. 
The one-train-a-day line carries 
most of the island's mail. 

Just. as poor communcations 
hamper industry, so too does ir- 
regular mail hold up the progress 
of trade, The good surface of the 
road from Victoria has now 
made it possible to reach Na- 
naimo Within two hours, Alberni 
in 3% hours, Courtenay in four 
hours, and Campbell River in 
five hours, - 

The postal service, however, 
has not kept in step with the 
highway . development 

oe 

The annual compilation of the 
results of 362 Canadian compan 
jes. made by the Financial Post 
records the interesting informa- 
tion that the combined profit of 
these companies in 1950 was 23.8 
percent higher than in 1949.

_A Baseball Fan Speaks Up 


“We are happy to have you as coach and manager of our ball 
team, and congratulations for a fine job you did in winning a 
recent game. But why, oh why, do you leave your pitcher in the 
game until the cause is lost. I know it's easy to criticize from the 
sidelines, but pulling the pitcher at the right moment certainly 
seems to pay off. 

“So please, Kewp, let's try some new tactics and save some 
of these games for our pitchers, instead of making them go the 
route and ending up with a loss. 

“But remember, too, that all the fans are not as fanatical 
as this family and many are getting discouraged. You just have 
to listen to the crowd going out after a game.”
